At Police Headquarters the prisoner said 
he bought the railroad stock of George 
Krahn, through the Paris Bank. They met 
by, chance, ize said, in the Cafe de La 
Paix last June, and became quite chummy. 


Krahn claimed to be a speculator and some- 
thing of a traveler. He said he was well 
acquainted with Mrs. Gordon, they having 
lived together two years before he found 
her out. She had ‘represented herself, 
Krahn said, as an heiress, and promised 
him great benefits when she came into her 
property. Before his faith was shaken he 
intrusted $25,000 worth of stocks and bonds 
with the woman. Then he heard that she 
had not only misrepresented herself, but 
was receiving the attentions of others. He 
watched and got proof of her faithlessness 
and confronted her with it and demanded 
the return of his securities. She laughed 
at him and he recovered them by force. 
Krahn confessed that he had made a fool 
of himself and squandered a considerable 
sum of money on the woman. He was in- 
tensely bitter toward her,:especially as he 
had discovered all about her career, and 
had documentary evidence that she was a 
notorious blackmailer and adventuress. 
Rousselle said he was amazed at the his- 
tory of the woman and being of a literary 
turn of mind, he suggested to Krahn that 
they write a story of her life and publish 
it. This was done in a spirit of revenge. 
Rousselle has a copy of the extraordinary 
circular, which, he says, was composed by 
himself and Krahn, the latter supplying

The circular is caleld “An End of the Cen- 
tury Adventuress.“ It describes a woman 
57 years of age, who is the sister of Mrs. 
Gordon Ballie, now undergoing penal Se Ng 
vitude for robbery, According to this his- 
torian this woman was born in Kensing- 
ton Work-house, and her name was Eli- 
zabeth Williams. She was marired to the 
Hon. Sackville Gordon, son of the Marquis 
of Huntley, Sept. 15, 1870, the ceremony tak- 
ing place in Trinity Church at Newington. 
His family refused to recognize her and 
ignored him. A member of Parliament took 
pity on him and got him a clerkship. This 
Was not to the woman's taste, and in 1875 
the couple separated, Go subsequently 
went to Australia and died miserably poor. 
For proof of this mariage the reader is re- 
ferred to the records in Somerset House. 

Prior to this event in the career of the 
woman she married a butcher, Joe Cam- 
bridge of Black Heath. They settled in 
where she was known as 
“Handsome Lizzzie.’’ Her life was not 
pleasant, and she came under the notice of 
@ rich barrister named Taylor. He was 
fascinated by her beauty, and she was 
flattered by his admiration and attention. 
She left her husband and Taylor lavished 
money in trying to educate and maintain 
her in style suitable to his class.

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J, E. TIBRNAN'S SHORTAGE. 


His Estate Will Probably Suffice to 
Make the Amount Good. 


The long expected report of the condition 
of the Security Building and Loan Asssocia- 
tion No. 2 was completed Thursday after- 
noon. It shows the Association to be in 
‘a prosperous condition, as a whole. General 
interest principally centered in ascertaining 
just what the association will lose by the 
shortage of J. H. Tiernan, its former sec- 
retary. The examination of the books, 
upon which this report is based, was made 
with a view to discovering just how Tiernan 
stood with the association at the time of 
his death. It accomplished this. 

The report .shows that Tiernan’s estate 
owes the association in round :numbers 
$32,000. This is for deeds of trust placed on 
the association’s property, amounting to 
317,800, and the balance cash mixed in with 
Tiernan’s private account. To offset this 
the association has a bond of $9,000; its 
stock owned by Tiernan worth $8,500, and 
a deed of trust for $3,000. This leaves about 
$15,500 that must be secured from Tiernan’s 
estate. 

Administraittor Tracy is confident that 
the estate will pay at least 90 per cent and 
possibly dollar for dollar. On a basis of 90 
per cent the association stands to lose 
about $1,500, while, if the estate pays in 
full, it will lose nothing. It looks now 
as if the association will lose about the 
amount mentvoned. 

Frank Schramm filed his bond as secre- 
tary of the association in the Circuit Court 
Thursday. To a Post-Dispatch reporter My, 
Schramm said that the association had 
$12,000 undivided profits and its small loss 
by Tiernan would not affect it. The pro 
rata loss will be very slight. He denied 
that Col. Ed Butler, who is on Tiernan’s 
bond, owes the association any money. Col. 
Butler is a stockholder and director.

NEED MANY DREDGES. 


Efforts ef the Mississlppi Commission 
to Open the Channel. 


It is expected that within thirty days a 
monster dredgéboat 176 feet long and 40 
feet beam will be brought from Chicago, 
where it is being built for the Mississippi 
River Commission, and tested on the Mis- 
sissippi River. The dredge is of about thfee 
times the capacity of any now in use in 
this country, and willi cost $167,000. The stip- 


ulations are that it shall pump 1,600 cubic 
yards per hour and discharge not less than 
1,000 feet below the obstruction. 

This dredge is only ong pf half a dozen 
the commission will have built if the first 
proves successful. It is „ on plans 
drawn under the supervision of Col. Henry 
Flad. Chairman of the Commission, 

The present unusually stage of water 
in the river has developed several bad bars 
between St. Louis and the Red River. The 
Commission now has but one dredgeboat, 
the Alpha, and that is kept at work twenty 
hours per day. ; 

Cherokee bar and Phillips bar below New 
Madrid have been removed, and the Alpha 
is now at work on Point Pleasant bar. There 
are other bad bars below New Madrid, 
among them Gravois bar, ten miles below 
Memphis, which has entirely stopped traf- 
fic between that city and New Orleans. 

It is the desire of the Commission to get 
at this as early as possible, but as it would 
be a great waste of time and money to send 
the Alpha here and there, that boat is kept 
working systematically on the bad obstruc- 
tions as the dredge reaches them. 

The Alpha, which draws four feet, and 
the Beta, the one now building, in digging 
a channel will remove sand to a depth of 
twelve feet. This means a ten-foot chan- 
nel. But such channels fill in rapidly, 
though by constant watching it is hoped to 
maintain a depth of seven feet in all stages 
of water. 

Last year the Alpha made a channel at 
Devil’s Island bar for a distance of 1,500 
yards. This channel will probably this year 
need attention, which cannot at present be 
given it. 

Col. Flad considers the use of dredges 
much more satisfactory and decidedly more 
economical than the slow and costly meth- 
od of confining the river by walls and dikes. 
Such dredges as are needed average in cost 
$150,000 each and the expense of operating 
them is $5,000 per month. One can be kept 
in constant service for ten or twelve years.

SOUSA’S LAST SEASON. 


He Will Net Bring His Band te the Ex. 
in 1896.

Sousa’s Band will not play at the St.

The value of the Civic Federation of 
St. Louis, which has just been incorpo- 
rated, can only be determined by its 
works. 

It is not given to every group of cit- 
izens, no matter how prominent, influ- 
ential and successful in business they 
may be, to purify municipal politics and 
reform municipal government by getting 
together in an organization and saying, 
Let us do this thing. 

To make such an organization service- 
able to a community requires eourage, 
persistence and individual effort on 
the part of its members. They must put 
behind them all thought of personal ad- 
vantage and strive in and out of season 
to promote the objects of the associa- 
tion. As a matter of fact, a civic federa- 
tion which is the mere shadow of a 
name, which depends upon the influence 
or prominence of its leaders for success, 
or whigh is dominated by men with selfish 
interests to further, is a serious obstacle 
te municipal reform. 

But the organization of a federation in 
this city is a hopeful sign. The Post- 
Dispatch welcomes it as an addition. to 
the forces working for the welfare of 
‘Bt. Louis and bids it Godspeed. But at 
the same time, it warns the Federation 
of the difficulties in its way and of the 
laborious effort necessary to achieve 
success.

American — y must dispatch a ship 
every week and carry all mail that is o * 
fered. it has not yet been determined 
whether mail will be held for American lines 
dor whether it shall be dispatched also by 
other lines. This js something to be de- 
cided by the Postmaster-General, and he 
and General Neilson, the Second Assistant, 
under whose jurisdiction the foreign malie 
come, are now considering the matter, It 
is probable that the Department will not 
decide to hold foreign mails for a week, 
but will send the more important matter 
by the other lines, as now. Papers and 

rinted matter Willi no doubt be held for 
he contract service. a 

At present there are from four to five. 
mail dispatches a week. The foreign com- 
panies have received 44 cents per pound 
for letters’ and 4% cents per pound for 
printed matter. The American line will re- 
ceive $1.60 per pound for letters and 8 cents 
for-printed matter. It is expected that the 
cost of. the trans-Atlantic mail service will 
be considerably increased under the new 
arrangement. he cost of the service for 
the year ended June 30, 1894, was $610,882, 
and for the following year it was something 
more than that. e payments to the 
American line would be more than the total 
cost of the service now. At present mails 
are sent by English, German and French 
lines, aceording to the country for which 
the matter is destined and having in view 
the prospect of prompt delivery. 


WROUGHT RUIN, 


Houses Destreyed and Vessels Carried 
Away by the La Paz Hurricane. 


GUAYMAS, Mexico., Oct. 11.—The hurrti- 
cane which visited the ports on the west 
side of the Gulf of California and devas- 
tated La Paz lasted from September 30 to 
October 3. There were 184 brick houses in 


La Paz destroyed and gardens were wrecked 
all the way south to San Jose. Nineteen 


vessels anchored in La Paz harbor were 
carried up the beach, among them the 
American vessel, the Czar, which was 
partly loaded, and had 600 cases of dyna- 
mite in the hold, but fortunately the dyna- 
mite was not exploded. Several coasting 
vessels have not been heard from, and it is 
feared they have been lost. One woman 
and four children were drowned by water 
ashed up suddenly by heavy winds be- 
fore they had time to escape. A heavy rain 
accompanied the wind. At Topolombampo 
all the houses of the American colony were 
greatly damaged and the Custom House 
was wrecked. The 1 Rlver, north of 
Topolobampo, overflowed its banks and de- 
stroyed sugar plantations and sugar mills 
thirty miles away from the channel of the 
stream. The entire cane crop of the State 
of Sinaloa, as far as reported, is complétée- 
ly ruined, and the sugar lands and ‘refiner- 
ies at Ahone, the property of Mark Sher- 
wood of Chicago, and associates, were de- 
molished. The sugar crop on the * 
River, in the State of Sonora, is also de- 
stroyed. The damage to the sugar inter- 
ests of the two States of Sonora and Sin. 
aloa is estimated at several millions of 
dollars.

“DURRANT’S STATEMENTS. 


The Alleged Murderer Confused Under 
Cross-Hxamination. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Oct. 11.—Durrant 
was badly confused under cross-examina- 
tion, and made some statements very dam- 
aging to himself.

After asking Durrant if he had ever 
made a written statement of his where- 
abouts on the day Blanche Lamont was 
murdered, and receiving an affirmative re- 
ply, District Attorney Barnes asked the 
following: 

Is it not a fact that you sent a written 
statement of your case to your attorney 
and wrote on the envelope, ‘To be opened if 
I am convicted and to be returned if I am 
acquitted?’ ”’
